Peace Commission Joint Ses- 
sion Postponed. 


INSTRUCTIONS RECEIVED 
FROM WASHINGTON. 


IT IS SUPPOSED THEY CONTAIN 
ANOTHER PHILIPPINE

MAY MEET AGAIN

So Far as Known, There Has Been,No 
Break in the Negotiations and 
Washington Has No Fear 
That There Will Be 
a Rupture. 


PARIS, Nov. 8—The meeting of the 
Peace Commissions did not take place to- 
day, the Americans asking for a _ post- 
ponement of the joint session until - to- 
morrow, in order to allow time for the 
transiation of the reply of the United 
States to the latest Spanish propositions 
regarding the Philippine Islands, whic), 
was received here:-this morning. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—So far as the 
State Department knows there has béen no 
break in the peace negotiations in Paris 
and if any difficulty had arisen officials 
say it would certainly have been reported 
promptly to the department. It is assumed 


therefore that there must be some pure.y 
interna: reason for the posiponement, pet- 
haps the convenience of tne comunisslohers. 
jne aavices that nave come to hand so far 
are said to be rather encouraging tman tne 
reverse and there is a disposition here lo 
agree to the statement rater curiously 
Made by the Spanisn Ceioimet yesterday 
tnat there will be three or tour more meet- 
ings of the joint commision. This is taken 
as an indicalion tnat tne Spanards taen- 
Selves are not looKing for a oreak in tne 
negotiations, but that they rather expect 
a peaceful conciusion in a short time. 

The foreign bondholders have at last 
moved formally to protect their interests 1n 
Cuba and Porto Rico. The init.al steps 
have been taken through the agency of the 
French Embassy, which in this case acts 
no longer as the representat:ve .of. the 
Spanish Government, but for the French 
subjects. Through the Kmbassy a most 
formidable statement has been presented 
to the State Department, being an ac- 
count of the various Spanish bonds owned 
by French citizens chargeable against the 
terr.tories either seized or set free by the 
act of the United States Government. 

The sum total of these bonds runs far up 
into the m.llions. Just what it is shall be 
done with them is-not made clear. ne 
United States Government, of course, will 
not pay them, but it may be that the 
French Government looks to it to cause 
the independent Government of Cuba to as- 
sume jiability for redemption of the bonds 
charged against that .siand, when that 
Government shall have been duly installed 
by the act of the United States Govern- 
ment. 

It is likely probable that other holders 
of bonds, Germany and Great Br.tain, will 
take steps to have them brougnt tnrougn 
tneir dip-omatc representatives to tne 
United States Government. ft may be that 
the holaers of such bonds in Spain, thougn 
Spanish citizens, will take like course, 
which would present a novel claim upon 
the generos.ty of the United States Govern- 
ment,

Fifteen Citizens Sworn In by the Mar- 
shal and They Walked the 
Streets Waiting for Five 
Negroes.

he luckiest thing five negroes ever did 
Was to stay away from Kirkwood Monday 
night. If they had gone there and at- 
tempted to carry out the plans of robbery 
which they had formulated they sould 
have heen expeditiously removed from this 
world by means of shotguns and buckshot. 

Within the past few weeks there have 
been many burglaries committed in the 
town. Last week three houses were en- 
tered in one night. 

The people had become aroused, and 
when, Monday evening, Marshal Shaw 

- 
called for volunteers to go gunning for bur- 
glars, the response was quick. 

In response to a telegram from Chief Des- 
mond Mayor Frank E. Nevins had gone to 
St. Louis during the day. The Chief told 
him that a plot had been discovered to rob 
the residences of Dr. Jotm Pittmann and 
Mrs. S. J. Edwards and the store of Lee 
Heinzelmann during Monday night. He 
said five negroes were to do the job and 
gave the names of two of them, who are 
Known in Kirkwood. 

The Mayor went back to Kirkwood and 
told Marshal Shaw and he started out to 
gather a posse. He got about 15 men with- 
out any difficulty. 

It was agreed that four men should se- 
crete themselves in the house of Dr. Pitt- 
mann. Those assigned for tkis portion of 
the work were John Pittmann, Jr., a son 
of the doctor; Hugh Mathews, Dr. J. G. 
White and I. E. Ricker. 

At 8 o’clock they were sworn in by Mayor 
Nevins at the drug store. They were all 
armed with shotguns. 

About 11 o’clock the lights were extin- 
guished and the four men took positions 
of vantage on the lower floor. 

The night passed and no negroes came. 

At about 11 o’clock the other men were 
sworn in under the horse shed at the Epis- 
copal Church. Four of them were assigned 
to watch near the home of Mrs. Edwards. 
It was not thought best to inform her of 
the contemplated raid. Here, too, the 


watch was in vain. 

Mr. and members of his 
family take care of the 
store. up all night on 
guard. 

The rest of the posse patrolled the etreets 
all night with loaded shotguns in. their 
hands, but found nothing to shoot at. They 
disbanded at daylight. 

Among the other members of the posse 
were Deputy Geirche, W 1] Knerim, Har- 
ry Hayes, D. G. Barstow, D. H. Donovan 
and G. Foster. 

The posse will hold itself in readiness 
to give the negroes a warm reception when- 
come.

SHOT TWICE 
IN THE BREAST,

Charles Shulte May Die of 
His Wounds. 


DAN HUSSEY CHARGED 
WITH THE SHOOTING. 


ALMOST A RIOT AT TWENTY- 
SECOND AND CHEST- 
NUT STREET. 


WOMAN AND CHINAMAN 
MIXED IN THE AFFAIR. 


Shultethonght He Was Resenting an 
Insult Offered to His Friend, 
Mille. Estelle de Me- 
liano. 


A probably fatal shooting affray oc- 
curred at 11 o’clock Tuesday morning on 
the west side of Twenty-second street, be- 
tween Chestnut and Market streéts. 

Charles Shulte is at the City Hospital 
with two bullets in his breast,. near the 
heart. The physicians do not expect his 
recovery, 

Dan: Hussey of 3516 Chestnut street, with 


a fractured skull, several scalp wounds and 
a lacerated cheek, is in the prisoners’ ward 
charged with the shooting. 

Kstelle de Meliano of 2210 Chestnut etreet 
is in the Four Courts holdover charged 
with assaulting Husseyr Her face is bruised 
in several places, there is a slight cut in her 
side and her left thumb is broken. 

Sam Lee, a Chinese laundryman at 2125 
Market street, occupies the adjoining cell. 
His offense is secreting the weapon with 
which the shooting was done. ; 

Hussey left his home at 10:30 o'clock, he 
says, to go downtown.:-At Twenty-«econd 
and Chestnut street he went into Jo Da- 
neri’s saloon for a drink. In the rear 
wineroom were Shulte, the De Meliano 
woman and one or two male friends of 
Shulte. The latter is a carpenter, whose 
home its in De Soto, Mo., but for the last 
few months he has been the devoted at- 
tendant of Mile. Estelle de Meliano. 

The party had been in the saloon some 
time and were drinking freely. 

After a few minutes at the bar Hussey 
passed to the rear of the compartment. The 
woman recognized him and it was his an- 
swer to her salutation that aroused Shulte 

With an oath he confronted Hussey 
and demanded an apology. A heated argu- 
ment followed, whieh became so loud- 
volved that the bartender put the-party 
out of the building by way of the Twenty- 
second street door. ° 

There are witnesses who say that Hus- 
sey separated from the man and woman 
and walked toward Market street. At the 
alley, in the middle of the block, he was 
overtaken by Shulte who, it is said, re- 
newed his demands for an apology. He 
was joined a moment later by his com- 
panion. 

Hussey’s persistent refusal angered her 
and she attacked him. The three were 
soon engaged in a battle which put Hus- 
eey on the ground. He thinks then he was 
hit with a piece of coal. When he stag- 
gered to his feet blood was streaming 
from his forehead and his cheek was 
bleeding. ‘ 

Whipping “his revolver from his hip 
pocket he fired two shots directly at Shulte, 
both taking effect. 

Hussey then ran to Market street and 
Started east on the north side. As he 
passed Sam Lee’s laundry he threw the re- 
volver on a pile of clothes. 

There is a voting precinct at the sou 
west corner of Twenty-second and Mar 
streets, where a number of pol'cemen 
stationed. The noise of the shots and 
vision of the fleeing man aroused them 
they headed Hussey off, 

The woman was already in custody. | 

Shuite was vainly trying to rise from the 
pavement, but he was too weak from loss 
of blood. 

He was sent direct to the City Hospital, 
where an examination showed the serlous 
nature of his wounds. 

Hussey and the woman were taken to 
the City Dispensary and their injuries 
dressed by Dr. Kearney. The man was or- 
dered to the Hospital. Estelle de Meliano 
was locked up. 

Detective Killian arrived at Twenty-sec- 
ond and Market streets just as the wagons 
with the prisoners were leaving. He was 
told Hussey’s revolver was in Lee’s es- 
tablishment. The Chinaman was all igno- 
rance, but when the officer’s back was 
turned grabbed the weapon and sped up 
Market street. 

The crowd shouted the alarm and Kil- 
lian gave chase, ovérhauling the chink on 
Chestnut street, near Twenty-third, and 
capturing the gin. 

It was a 32-caliber with two chambers 
empty. 

Sam Lee was taken to the Four Courts. 

All will be held to await the result of 
Shulte’s injuries.

parties are polling their full strength. 

This afternoon Croker claimed. that Van 
Wyck would win by 50,000 plurality.

In 1896 the Republicans carried this Demo- 
cratic stronghold. 

In only one year, therefore, did the Re- 
publicans come down to the Hartem with 
less than 60,000 plurality. Last year, when 
Parker, the Democratic candidate for Court 
of Appeals, was elected by 60,000, Wallace, 
his opponent, came down to the Hariem 
with over 80,000. On the other hand; it-will 
be noted that, with the exception of the 
election of 189%, the district now constituting 
Greater New York has given the Demo- 
cratic ticket an average plurality very much 
in excess of that g.ven the Republicans 
above the Harlem. 


Outside of New York, Pennsylvania and 
Michigan, in which States there are bitter 
contests for Governor, the chief interest 
centered in the Congressional district elec- 
tions. Every State in the Union except 
Maine, Vermont and Oregon is choosing 
Congressmen. These three States have 
each elected solid Republican delegations. 

In Michigan Democrats are fighting hard 
to defeat Pingree for GoWernor. 

In Pennsylvania, the Republican party Is 
split into factions and it is possible that 
the usual heavy Republican majority may 
be wiped out.

NEW YORK, Nov. 8.—Nikola Tesla, the 
electrician, in a newspaper interview de- 
ecribes an appl cation of electricity where- 
by without the interposition of any artificial 
medium of communication one man can 
eontrol and direct, with absolute exacti- 
tude, the movements of any type of ves- 
sel, balloon or land vehicle at any distance 
that may be desired. From a station on 
shore, or from the deck of a vessel under 
way, a torpedo boat equipped with Mr. Tes- 
la’s controlling device may be propelled 
either on or below the surface, maneuvered 


at will in any direction and finally brought 
into contact and exploded against the side 
of a host.le vessel at any point within the 
range of the vision of the operator. More 
than this, assuming that it were possibie 
to accurately locate the position of the 
vessel which it is desired to destroy, the 
torpedo boat couid be d rected to :t, even 
if the ship lay in the harbor of Southamp- 
ton and the operator was. stationed at 
Sandy Hook. 

Mr. Tesla said that some months had 
elapsed since he had fuliy developed h‘s 
device, for which he has applied for a 
patent. When it was learned that Admira 
Cervera was bottled up at Santiago it was 
his intention to apply his mechanism to 
several launches and similar small craft 
loaded with high explosives and annihilate 
the fleet at anchor. Admiral Cervera, how- 
ever, came out and met his fate under the 
guns of the American fleet before the 
necessary arrangements could be made. 
Then Mr. Tesla planned a raid on the 
Spanish vessels in Havana harbor, only to 
be thwarted by the prociamation of the 
suspension of host.lities. 

“Hitherto,” said Mr. Tesla, ‘‘the only 
means of controlling the movements of a 
vessel from a distance have been supplied 
through the medium of a flexible conductor 
such as an electric cable, but this system 
is subject to obvious limitat‘ons, such are 
imposed by the length, weight and strength 
of the conductor which can practically be 
used, by the difficulty of maintaining with 
safety the high speed of the vessel or 
changing the direction of her movements 
with rap‘dity; the necessity of effecting the 
control from a point which is practically 
fixed, and from’ many other drawbacks 
which are inseparably connected with such 
a svstem. 

“The plan which I have perfected in- 
volves none of these objections, for I am 
enabled by the use of my invention to em- 
ploy any means of propulsion to i{mpart to 
the moving body or vessel the h'ghest pos- 
sible speed; to control the operation of its 
machinery and to direct its movements 
from either a fixed point or from a body 
moving and changing its d'rection, how- 
ever rapidly, and to maintain this control 
over great distances, without any artificial 
connections between the vessels and the 
apparatus governng its movements and 
without such restrictions as these must 
necessarily impose. 


“In a broad sense my invention differs 
from al} of those systems which provide 
for the contro] of the mechanism convey- 
ing an object and govern ng its motion in 
that I require no intermediate wires, cab’es 
or other form of electrical or mechanical 
connections with the object, save the na- 
tural media in space. I accomplish, never- 
theless, smilar results, and in a much 
more rractical manner, by producing wave 
impulses or radiations, which are received 
throurh the earth, water or atmosphere by 
suitable mpparatus on the moving body 
and causes the des'red actions so long as 
the bodv remains w'thin the active region 
or effective range of such currents, waves, 
imrulses or radiations, 

“Havine exnlained to you some of the 
possibilities of the device, I will now give 
you a practical example of the work'ng 
of the model before going into a detailed 
description of how I am able to produce 
these resulte.” 

Fievated on stocks on a table in the 
center of the laboratorv stood a model of

“Imagine, if you can,” said Mr. Tesla, as 
he went back to his desk, “‘what an irre- 
sistible instrument of destruction we have 
in a torpedo boat thus controlled, which 
we can operate day or night on the sur- 
face or below it and from any distance 
that may be desired. A ship thus assailed 
would have no possibility of escape. 

“I can apply this system of control to 
any type of vessel and any size.

“As to thaty part of my invention which 
involves the’ production of suitable waves 
or radiations and the conveying of the 
same to a remote receiving apparatus Ca- 
pable of being operated or controlled by 
the'r influence it may be carried out in 
various ways which are at the present 
time more or less understood. or ex- 
ample I may pass through a conducting 
bath, preferably inclosing a large area, a 
rapidly varying current, and by electro- 
magnetic induction of the same affect a 
circuit carried by a moving body. 

“In this case the action at a given dis- 
tance will be the stronger the larger. the 
area inclosed by the conductor and the 

reater the rate of change of the current. 
fe the latter were generated in the ardinary 
ways, the rate of change, and consequently 
the distance at which the action would be 
practically available for the present pur- 
pose, would be very small, but by adopting 
such means as I have devised—that is either 
by .passing through the conducting path 
currents of a specially designed high fre- 
quency alternater or better etill at those of 
a stronger charged condenser—a very high 


effective range of the influence thus ex- 
tended over a vast area and by carefully 
adjusting the circuit on the moving body 
»so as to be in exact electro-magnetic syn- 
‘Chronism with the primary disturbances 
this influence may be utilized at a great 
distance. 


“Another way to carry out my invention 
is to direct the currents or discharges of a 
hirh frequency machine or condenser 
—through a circuit one terminal of which 
is connected directly or inductively with 
the ground and the other with a body, pref- 
erably of large surface and at an elevation. 
In this case, if the circuit on the moving 
body be similarly arranged or connected. 
differences of pvotential on the terminals of 
the circuit, either by conduction or electro- 
static induction, are produced, and the same 
obiect is attained. 

“Still another way its to pass the currents 
simply through the ground by connect'ng 
both the terminals of the source of high 
frequency currents to earth at different and 
remote points, and to utilize the currents 
spreading through the ground for affecting 
the receiving circuit properly placed and 
adivested. 

“Finally*I may avail myself..in carrying 
out my invention. of electrical] oscillations 
which do not follow any particular con- 
ducting nath, but propagate in straight 
lines through space of rays, waves, pulses 
or disturbances of any*skind, canable of

MOB OF RIOTOUS NEGROES 


Made Life Miserable Throughout the 
Hebrew Quarter. 

A mob of negroes, whom the police say 

were headed by William V. Walker, a can- 


didate for Justice of the Peace on the Re- [| 


publican ticket, under the pretense of a 


Political parade, rioted through the Hebrew 

quarter on Morgan, between Thirteenth and 

Fifteenth streets, at o’clock Monday 

night causing cunsiderable damage to 

property, amd in some cases endangering 
es. 


At the Fourth District Police Station is a

No arrests were made because no police 
were on the scene. Later, on compiaint of 
Isaac Hynes of 1215 Morgan street and 
Henry Grossman. 1216 Morgan, Officers 
Stanton and Borgela investigated the af- 
fair. It was ascertained that at about 8 
o’clock the gang, bearing torches and trans- 
parencies and ‘‘Regular Republican’ mot- 
toes, congregated at Fourteenth and Olive 
Streets. They marched down to Twelfth 
and north to Morgan and up Morgan again 
to Fifteenth, where an outdoor mass-meet- 
ing was held. 

Most of the crowd had been drinking 
and excited to a frenzy by the speeches of 
their leaders they rushed down Morgan 
Street, breaking windcws and driving all the 
inhabftants off the street. 

The store of B. Rosenbiatt, at 1331 Mor- 
gan, was battered w'th rocks and all the 
glass broken. The house of Jake Faden and 
his clothing store, at 1325 Morgan, was 
assailed in the same way, the occupants 
narrowly missing injuries from the flying 
Stones. Mrs, Faden was slightly hurt. 

At 1215 Morgan, in their further progress, 
Ethel Hynes, daughter of Israel Hynes, was 
palntany hurt by rocks thrown at the 
store. 

H. Grossman of 1226 Morgan was assault- 
ed; his wife, Rachel, suffered a scalp 
wound from missiles, and his store was 
broken into and goods stolen. 

It was estimated that at least $600 worth 
of damages had been done by the mob, 

The aid of the police was invoked by 
the frightened Hebrews, who brought in 
the rocks thrown in verification of their 
stories. 

By the time Officers Stanton and Borgeld 
arrived at the place of disturbance the 
mob had been warned and had entirely dls- 
persed. 

At the police station the Hebrews were 
unanimous in their assertion that the mob 
was composed of negro Republicans. They 
affirm, moreover, that every vote they can 
influence will be cast against those who 
are primarily responsible for the trouble.

They applied for help at the Cuban junta, 


but were turned away with the reply that 
no funds were available. The situation of 
the men ts peculiar. They were forwarded 
to this country by the United States Con- 
sul at the expense of this Government, 
but no arrangements were made for their 
reception nor for their transportation to 


Cuba.

Invalids Lay for Months on Bare 
Ground and No Trained Nurses 
Were Available té6 Take 
Proper Care of Them. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 8—The War Investiga- 
tion Commission to-day continued the ex- 
amination of witnesses. Gen. Dodge, chair- 
man of the committee, now says that he 


begins to see an end of the long investiga- 
tion. After some evidence has been heard 
at Detroit the committee wiil go to Wash- 
ington. They have yet to visit Camp 
Meade, Pa., but it is likely that this camp 
will not be reached until after the return 
to Washington. 

As an official body members of the com- 
mittee have inspected, since their appoint- 
ment, Camp Alger, Va., Jacksanvilie, Fer- 
nandina, Fort Miami, Tampa, Atlanta, An- 
niston, Huntsville, Chickamauga, Lexing- 
ton, Cincinnati, Fort Thomas and Chicago. 
Acgording to Dr. Connor the accumulation 
of papers and documents in the possession 
of the committee would fiil a large sized 
room. They consist of army surgeons’ re- 
ports, letters from private sold:ers and 
nurses, complaints. reports of quarter- 
masters and commigsaries and a mass of 
testimony which has been heard by the 
committee. 

Dr. G. A. Smith of Clinton, Io., was the 
first witness tu-day. From Aug. 9 to Sept. 
10 he wae in charge of the*Second Div sion, 
Third Army Corps Hospitel at Camp 
Thomas. 

Dr. Smith said: “When I assumed my 
duties, July 14, I found a shortage of tents 
and cots. Some of the patients were ly- 
ing on the ground on account of lack of 
cots. Tiere was no provision made for 
feeding the sick other than the ratione ie- 
sued to the sold ers in the regular service, 
except such as were brought in by charit- 
able organizations. 

“In the pharmacy there was at that time 
no intestinal antiseptics, although the com- 
manding officer informed me when I made 
a requisition that he had made repeated 
efforts to get them. The pharmacy at that 
t.me—and, indeed. until it was ordered 
closed and I had turned the etores over 
to the overnment, Sept. %never had prop- 
er equipment for doing phermaceutical 
work. There were no scales to measure 
with; the hospital stewards used a board 
for a tile and an ordinary jackknife for 
a spatula. There were no pill boxes or 
powder papers. The stewards dispensed 
tablets and pills in any paper they could se- 
cure and they were carr.ed to the. wards 
in that shape; and, owing to the prevalence 
of dampness at night, they would become 
by morning a sticky mass not fit for use.” 


“The medical supplies,” he said, “did 
improve after Aug. 1, but up to that time 
there had been a great scarcity of suit- 
able supplies.” 

In epeaking of the water supply fur- 
nished the hospital, Dr. Smith said: “The 
water that was furnished for the use of 
these hospitals up to Aug. 1 was that 
taken from the Pipe line from Chicka- 
mauga Creek, and it was eo full of sedi- 
ment that it was simply slush and was 
not water. 

“There were no floors in any of th 
hospital tents at the time I reported for 
duty at that hospital. The first tent was 
floored soon after the middle of July, al- 
though some were not floored until lone 
after that. The floors in the tents of the 
Ffty-second towa, the First Maine and 
the Fifth Missouri were al] laid after 
the troops had left the park and were 
never occupied by the soldiéra, and never 
had cots nlaced in them. In fact, I might 
state, that the floors were laid after or- 
ders had been received to pack goods pre- 
paratory to leaving for Anniston. 

“In regard to nursing in that hospital. 
we had no trained nurses. All the nurging 
was dore bv orderlies, and many of them 
were densely ignorant. and when I was in 
charge of the wards of the second brigade 
I had two men who could neither read nor 
write and three men who did not know 
the meaning of “A. M.”* or “P. M.” when 
written.

BAKERSFIELD, Mo., Nov. 8.—A hunting 
party exploring the wilds of the Bay Creek 
country, in the southern part of Howell 
County, a few miies east of here, has dis- 
covered a cave that has hitherto had no 
recognition on the maps made by local 
geographers, and in the discovery of the 
cave it is believed that the hunters have 
solved the mystery of Jake Holman’s 
strapge disappearance from his home three 
years ago. 

In looking through the cave the hunters 
found a human skeleton, believed to be the 
bones of Holman. 

Further search is being made in the hope 
of finding something that will definitely 
establish identity. Alongside the skeleton 
were pitchfork and an ax. 

The story of Jake Holman is a strange 


tale of life on the Missouri-Arkansas bor- 
der, where ante-belium ideas of personal 
l.berty still prevail more or less. Holman, 
like many others, believed that he had a 
right to manufacture his corn into any 
product he saw fit, and, therefore, when he 
used .he output of his fieid in the manu- 
facture of ‘‘wh.te mule’ whisky he did not 
feel he was commi{ting any great wrong, 
aithough he knew he must Keep out of tne 
way or the Government officers. 

It came to pass that Hoiman and several 
of his associates in the iliicit distilling in- 
dustry were apprehended. Revenue officers 
located their still and aestroyed it. Hol- 
man and his companions escaped, and for 
several months they were fugitives. But 
at last Holinan risked the danger of arrest 
and returned to his home near Moody—a 
hamlet in tne southwestern part of How- 
ell County, near the Arkansas line. 


When the fugitive siipped out of the 
timber and into the ciearing that sur- 
rounded his little cabin, his heart bounded 
for Joy. because it was the moonshiner’s 
love for wife and children that nerved 
him to brave the danger of arrest. He 
stealthily crept up to the cabin door bring- 
ing to his family a glad surprise, for he 
had found no way of communicating with 
them during h.s absence. 

The rugged moonshiner had ]ooked around 
his cabin but a few moments unti] he dis- 
covered that his absence from home re- 
Guces his wife and little ones to serious 
want. 

_The wife at first entered a brave dental, 
declaring that herself and the children 
had not suffered, but there was too much 
contradictory. evidence to be seen, and at 
last the wife of the fugitive, woman, like. 
broke Into teare and admitted that she 
had endured many hardships and priva- 
tions by ‘eason of her husband’s absence. 
Holman had no money to leave his fam- 
ily, and he realized that on their littie 
farm of rocks they could not make a liv- 
ing without him. 

ike a hero, he dared the law to do ita 
worst and announced en | through the 
neighborhood that he would no longer be 
a fugitive. 

“Til etay at home and take care of my 
wife and family,” he bravely deciared. 


The arrest of Holrian meant trouble for 
several others, because he was not the sole 
owner of the illicit still that made him a 
fug.tive, and his arrest wou.d involve a 
dozen or more men. Just who they were 
was not generally known, but it was taken 
for granted that the Federal authorities 
would find out if they ever captured Hol- 


man. 

Holman had been at home but «4 few 
weeks and had not yet been molested by 
the revenue officera, when he receivd an 
anonymous communication offering a sum 
of mon for the support of his family if 
he would aga'n become a fugitive. A meet- 
ing piace was named. 

Holman left his home after dark one 
evening to keep the appointment. He told 
his wife he would be back with the money 
if he pot it, and then he would again hide 
himself. 

The night passed, days passed, weeks, 
months and years passed, and still the 

moonshiner did not return to his 

At last he was mourned s« dead, and the 
finding of the skeleton in the newly discov- 
ered cave bears out the theory that Hol- 
man was murdered by parties interested 
in baffling the efforta of the revenue of- 
ficera. Not one of the settlers tn the Bay 
Creek country will even hazard a guess as 
to the Identity of the murderers. 

And the widow and fatheriess children of

# acres of rocks.

Howell, the firebug parson of Warrens- 
burg, Mo., is dead. He took carbolie acid 
in this city yesterday. 

Love of the woman for whom he de- 
serted his family and his pulpit, for whom 
he burned this home that he might secure 
money to make his Maison secure by elope- 
ment and for whom he spent months in 
jail, caused his suicide. 

The woman is Mrs. Cora Henderson, 25 
years old, who, with her husband, to whom 
she has become reconciled, has been board- 
ing at Mrs. White’s boarding house in this 
city for a week. Howell came here to see 
her yesterday. He hailed from Neosho, 
Mo. 

Howell made inauiry for Mrs. Henderson, 
saving he was her husband, and insisted 
upon being shown to her room, it being 
6 o’clock and before she had arisen. 

When Mrs. Henderson was awakened 
and told that her husband was at the door 
wanting to see her, she was caught in a 
trap. For over an hour the three talked 
in. their room, each man declaring that if 
he had a revolver he would kill the other. 

At last Howell came downstairs to the 
parlor and told everything to Mrs, White, 
and declared he would kill himself before 
night. He left, and first went to Hotel 
Olathe and then to the Avenue Hotel, 
where he registered as R. E. Howell, De- 
catur, 1. He left a call for 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon, when he was found dead in 
his room. ~

Gen. Miles Has Completed His 
‘Report of the War. 


IT IS SAID TO CRITICISE 
THE SANTIAGO CAMPAIGN. 


BEARS HARD ON THE CONDUCT OF 
TEE WAR DEPART- 
MENT. 


THE TRUTH TOLD IN 
OFFICIAL DISPATCHES. 


The Commanding General Has Submit- 
ted His Report and If Published 
It Must Be Given Out 
by Gen. Alger. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—Major-General 
Nelson A. Miles has completed and submit- 
ted to the War Department his report cov- 
ering the entire period of hostilities be- 
tween the United States and Spain. It 
could not be learned at the War Depart- 
ment whether this report in its entirety 
will be given out for publication in the 


near future or at all. It is hinted that cer- 
tain portions of the report may be with- 
held. The sum ahd substance of the rea- 
sons for withholding it, it is asserted, is 
the fact that the report is said to deal 
squarely with matters that certain officials 
prefer to keep in the background. 

Friends of Gen, Miles, who claim to be 
cognizant of the contents of the report, say 
it is exhaustive in dealing with the mi- 
nutest details, and many things which have 
not been clear to the general public as to 
the conduct of the war are fully and com- 
prehensively explained, 

That the report ig thorough and ex- 
haustive is shown by the fact that it 
covers nearly 200 sheets of closely type- 
written manifold paper, and includes all 
dispatches sent by and received by Gen. 
Miles. It, in fact, covers all the part taken 
by the army in the war, and deals in the 
most minute details with the period be- 
ginning with Gen. Miles’ landing in Cuba 
The invasion and occupancy of Forto Rico 
to come home. The reference to the Santi- 
ago campaign alone takes up many pages. 
The invasion and occupancy of Port Rico 
is given in detail. It is also mentioned 
that Gen, Miles conferred ith Admiral 
Sampson, and asked the Admiral to pro- 
tect the landing of United’ States troops 
on Cuban soil, which was done. The report 
also refers to the warning Gen. Miles gave 
to Gen. Shafter, and in piain English criti- 
cises Gen. Shafter’s conduct of the cam- 
paign in Santiago. 

The report oniy makes brief mention of 
the work of the Inspector-General’s de- 
partment, which Gen. Miles thinks was sat- 
isfactory in so far as the Inspector-General 
had power and authority to act. From this 
the inference is drawn that the Inspector- 
General was curtailed by authority greater 
than his in the conduct of his work. 

The report practically states that the 
muddled condition of matters relating to 
the army status is due to the fact that 
much information that was given out was 
contradicted by the Secretary of War. Con- 
tained in the report are true copies of every 
telegram that passed between Gen. Miles 
and the War Department. None of them 
are curtailed or mutilated, and it is said, if 
the report is published in full, many of 
these telegrams and portions of others will 
be made public for the first time. These 
telegrams, it is further said, will teT? 
truths that, it is alleged, have been so far 
suppressed. The report makes no refer- 
ence to the so-called Alger-Miles contro- 
versy, but some of the statements credited 
to Gen. Miles are reiterated. A friend of 
Gen. Miles said: 

“The General will not make the report 
public, but the Secretary of War will give 
it out. He will not dare to keep if ‘back. 
It will be a bitter pill for Alger, but when 
it is known that the report has been sub- 
mitted the demand for it will be great.’’

Mrs. Moore was arrested with her hus- 
band, who was Consular Agent of ‘the Uni- 
ter States at Durban, South Africa, in the 
ultra fashionable Hotel Grenoble, charged 
with working the badger game on Martin 
Mahon of the equally well known Amster- 
dam Hotel. They got all his diamonds and 
cash and a written confession with pledge 
to pay $000. They had demanded $50,000. 

Indictments against Moore and his wife 
were yesterday returned by the grand jury. 
Bail in $7000 each was demanded and has 
not been given. 

The woman is royally beautiful 
dresses in striking styie. She wears dia- 
monds galore. Her father was ex-Justice 
Reuben Strahan of the Oregon Supreme 
Court. He went to Oregon from Missouri. 
On his retirement from the Supreme Court 
he went into business in Portland and se- 
cured a divorce from his wife. Their 
daughter; Frayne, was known as ‘Pet.’ 
She was handsome and bright, but wild. 
Judge Strahan died in 1894.

Moore apparently blamed the woman for 
the net which had closed about him.

He 
admitted, however, that, owing to the heat, 
he had removed his coat and waistcoat, 
and said that Mrs. Moore had told him 
that her husband was in Washington fora 
week. He said that he had locked the 
door leading into the hall, but that Mrs.

\ WOMEN AND WAR. 


At a recent meeting of the New York State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, Mrs. Lillie Devereaux Blake declared that 
“never should a nation go to war without the consent of the 
women.” 

Perhaps not, but it is not certain that the -women would 
make wars less frequent. In all countries where opinion con- 
trols the action of government women contrive to make their 
will felt on all questions of great moment, and when war 
is in debate they are just as fiery as the men. 

The women of the North were more violent anti-slavery agi- 
tators than their brothers, although it was well understood 
that war lay at the end of the agitation. A woman wrote a 
book which inflamed the North and prepared the people of that 
section for a resoiute prosecution of the conflict when it came.

When she 
heard Monday night that the coal supply 
had been exhausted she at once went to a 
dealer and assumed responsibility for the 
cost of a few bushels. Miss Gaertner,who is 
an expert cook, is at present out of em- 
ployment herself and her sacrifice is there- 
fore a matter of comment among the 
neighbors who, though willing, are not 
able to render much assistance themselves.

A NEW POINT OF LAW. 


Jury May Judge Whether Words Are 
a Provocation for Killing. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Nov. 8—A de- 
cision was rendered to-day by the Supreme 
Court in the case of the State vs. Sealous 
Grugin, appealed from the Macon County 
Circuit Court, which establishes a new 
point of iaw in Missourt. The burden of 
the opinion, written by Judge Sherwood, 
is that ‘‘words do amount to a provocation 
in law, 1. e., a reasonable provocation to 
be submitted to the determination of the 
jury, and if found by them to exist, then 
the crime is lowered to the grade of manh- 
slaughter.”’ 

In the case at bar Grugin was informed 
that his daughter Alma, aged iA had been 
assaulted by his son-in-law, Jeff Hadley. 
Grugin went to Hadley’s home and asked 
him why he had committed such a foul 
crime, whereupon Hadley replied: “I'll do 
as I —— please about it."” The court says: 
‘‘This insolent and defiant reply amounted 
to an affirmation of Hadiey’s guilt. So long 
as human nature remains as God made it 
such audacious and atrocious avowals wil! 
be met as met by defendant. It should be 
held, therefore, that the words in question 
Should have beén left to the jury to say 
whether they constituted a reasonable 
provocation, and if so found, that then de- 
fendant was guilty of no higher offense 
than manslaughter in the fourth degree.”’ 
Accordingly, the judment of the lower 
court finding Grugin guilty of murder in 
the second degree and tmposing a sentence 
of 15 Years in the penitentiary; was re- 
versed and the case remanded for trial. 
Judge Burgess concurred ‘tn toto, while 
Judge Gantt took exception to that part of 
the opinion relating to words being regard- 
ed a reasonable provocation by either court 
or jury.
